The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  1965  showed  a  decline 
of  40  to  5,100  persons  as  compared  with  the  previous  year:- 

1965  -  5,100 
1964  -  5,140 

Live  births  increased  by  13,  from  87  in  1964  to  a  total  of 
100.  The  natural  increase  due  to  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  43  as  compared  with  30  in  1964-. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  were  57,  77 7°  ° ?  whom  died  from 
those  causes  associated  with  ageing  as  compared  with  86%  in  the 
previous  year. 

Maternal  mortality  remained  at  nil,  and  there  was  one  infant 
death,  due  to  congenital  malformations. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  rose  to  28.2  per  1,000  v;hile  the 
adjusted  death  rate  increased  slightly  to  10,6  per  1,000  estimated 
population. 

118  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  registered 
as  compared  with  43  in  1964  -  all  but  2  of  the  total  were  due  to 
measles,  a  small  outbreak  of  which  occurred  during  the  2nd  quarter 
of  1965. 

Cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  declined  to  14*

Adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Rate  :  Comparability  Eactor 

Local  birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  Thesfi 
populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons 
of  all  ages,  including  those  who  have  no  influence  on  the  birth  rate. 

These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a  high  proportion 
of  them  in  a  population  tends  to  lower,  and  a  small  proportion  tends  to 
raise  the  true  rate.  The  size;  of  this  proportion  will  vary  in  different 
areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  or  standardisation  of  such  a  factor 
will  give  a  truer  comparison  between  areas.. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a  comparability  factor  on  these  lines. 
Multiplication  of  the  crude  brith  rate  of  an  area  by  the  comparability 
factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be  compared  with  the  crude 
rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a  similar  way  to 
the  above.  The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase^  or 
reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects  its  comparison  by  sex  and 
age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account.  Death  rate  area 
comparability  factors  are  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any 
residential  institutions  in  each  area.  Birth  rate  area  comparability 
factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  sterile 
populations  in  institutions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  there  is  no  chemical 
evidenoe  of  pollution.  There  is  not  much  difference  between  this  analysis 
and  the  last,  but  the  free  oarbonic  aoid  content  is  markedly  higher  and  the 
pH  is  on  the  acid  side  of  neutrality.  The  iron  content  is  too  small  to 
give  rise  to  any  deposit.  In  our  opinion  this  water  is  suitable  for 
drinking  and  general  purposes.
